The Paper Trade in the City of New York. 


(Continued. ] 

In the account of the straw board business in 
the city of New York, printed in THe PaPer 
TRADE JOURNAL of the 7th inst., it was inci- 
dentally remarked that the manufacture of such 
boards was originated at Chambersburg, Pa., 
about the year 1840 by a firm called Chambers 
& Heiser. 8S. 8S. Shryock, of the Papyrus mills, 
Shippensburg, Pa., has written to THz JouRNAL 
to contradict these statements and inclosed a 
little monograph, purporting to give the true 
history of the manufacture of paper and board 
from straw, written by his father, G. A. Shry- 
ock, who claims to have begun the manufacture 
in 1829. Mr. Shryock also says that no such 





firm as Chambers & Heiser ever existed; but he | 


mentions a family named Heyser still living in 
Chambersburg. 

Of course, Mr. Shryock is entitled to the bene- 
fit of a hearing, and it must be admitted that 
his side of the story has the advantage of being 
circumstantial and told by one of the chief 
actors in the events described. On the other 
hand, the information on which the article that 
appeared in THE JOURNAL was based was ob- 
tained from persons who lived at the time re- 
ferred to in this city and may have been easily 
and excusably led into error concerning exact 
names and dates. Neither must it be lost sight 
of that the errors pointed out by Mr. Shryock 
do not affect the main subject of the article, 
which was the rise of the straw board business 
in the city of New York. 

The following extracts present such parts of 
Mr. Shryock’s sketch as bear on the subject 
under consideration. 

“Colonel Wm. Magaw, of Meadville, Pa., was 
extensively engaged in the manufacture of pot- 
ash about 1827-28. As was customary, the ash 
hoppers were lined with long straw before the 
ashes were introduced. Magaw was in the habit 
of chewing the straw taken from the hoppers 
and pressing it on his hands, thus discovering 
that it produced a substance united and fibrous, 
closely resembling the pulp out of which is made 
the ordinary wrapping paper. 
that the material was adapted to the manufact- 
ure of paper. As I was at that time engaged in 
the manufacture of rag paper, by the old method, 
at Hollywell paper mill, one and a half miles 
south of Chambersburg, Magaw wrote to me on 
the subject of his discovery. I encouraged him 
to visit Chambersburg in July or August, 1829, 
to fairly test the matter at Hollywell paper 
mill. The experiment was at that time and place 
made, and proved a decided success. I was 
so well satisfied of its practicability that I 
bought a large cast-iron kettle of John V. Kelly 
in Chambersburg, cribbed it with wood staves 
so that I could boil from 700 to 1,000 pounds of 
straw at one filling, and made for some weeks 
from twenty to thirty reams per day. I was at 
that time intimate with John Jay Smith, Esq., 
librarian to the Philadelphia Library, and sent 
him quite a quantity of the straw paper as sam- 
ples. Mr. Smith edited, I think, the Saturday 
Bulletin. His position as editor enabled him to 
give extensive circulation to the discovery. Not 
one claim was made to priority. The world was 
silent on the subject. The straw paper was dis- 
tributed over this entire country and in Europe 
in pieces of from two inches square to a full 
sheet, and excited the astonishment of the paper 
manufacturers of the world. * * * Mr. Smith 
then predicted that it would become one of the 
staple articles of the world, in opposition to 
those who laughed at the idea of straw taking 
the place of rags. 

“ The material used at that time in the prepa- 
ration of the straw was potash exclusively, the 
supply of which was obtained by Mr. Smith from 
Grant & Stone, of Boston. 
manufacture of rag paper, and devoted my mill 
exclusively to the manufacture of straw paper 
for some months. In November, 1829, I visited 
the East to see a cylinder machine then in oper- 
ation in Springfield, Mass., by Messrs. Ames. 
On my way I accidentally met with Mr. Lafflin, 
of Lee, Mass., at Hay’s Pearl Street House, New 
York, and engaged him to build for me a small 
cylinder machine at Hollywell paper mill, near 
Chambersburg, Pa. This was certainly the first 
machine that ever operated in that material. 
Within the first year I introduced the 
grooved wood roll for the manufacture of 
binders’ and box boards, &c. These two manu- 
factures were, as far as has been ascertained, the 
very first use of straw paper as a staple article 
in our world. 

‘In the winter of 1829-30, I purchased a steam 
boiler from Rush & Muhlenburg, of Philadel- 
phia, of about fifteen horse-power, to cook the 
straw. The purchase was made by J. J. Smith, 
Esq. With the new boiler I was enabled to

make about from one hundred and fifty to two 
hundred reams of crown wrapping paper in 
twenty-four hours. I soon discovered that when 
the paper broke between the press roll and lay- 
boy it accumulated in, sometimes, six or eight 
lamina round the press roll, and formed a solid 
and beautiful binders’ board. I was thus led to 
introduce a gum-wood roll instead of the top 
press roll, with a longitudinal groove, in which 
the pulp was not pressed. This soft pulp being 
removed with a piece of wood to suit, the board 
was stripped off the roll. Thus board after 
board was made and laid in packs, then hung on 
poles or spread out to dry. I bought a rolling 
mill from M. W. Baldwin, of Philadelphia—a 
very superior one, and then introduced straw 
boards by the efficient aid of J. J. Smith into 
the Philadelphia market, and it was alone by his 
energy that they superseded, in a limited de- 
gree, the junk or rope board. * * * 

“By observing the effect produced in remov- 
ing the silex from the straw by the use of pot- 
ash, I experimented with lime, and found 
by a judicious use of that material that it 
answered every purpose. * * * 

‘‘At the time under consideration, McDon- 
ald & Ridgley, of Baltimore, were the 
owners of Hollywell paper mill. Nicholas 1 
G. Ridgley visited Chambersburg in the 
winter of 1829-30, and was so impressed with — 
the manufacture of straw paper and boards 
that he constituted me his agent to pur- 
chase from William Magaw, of Meadville, 
the exclusive right to the manufacture in all 
the United States east of the Allegheny 
Mountains. Magaw sent to Chambersburg 
as his agent Mr. Potter, a lawyer, then 
practicing in Meadville. We agreed on 
twenty-six thousand dollars for the above 
right. N. G. Ridgley arranged, in connec- 
tion with the subscriber, to put Hollywell 
paper mill in the best possible condition to 
fairly test the operation, and, when satisfied 
of its practicability, to build four mills—one 
at Rochester, N. Y.; one at Paterson, N.J.: 
one at Old Chester, Pa., and one at Cham- 
bersburg. 

“Encouraged at this time by the friend- 
ship of Mr. Ridgley and his vast means, I 
commenced and finished the improvements 
above mentioned. When they were complet- 
ed, Mr. Ridgley died of apoplexy and, there 
being no written contract, I had to bear 
all the loss and had everything swept away 
by McDonald and the executors of Ridgley. 
* * * Jn 1831 I received a proposition 
from Thomas Chambers, Esq., to form a part- 
nership for the manufacture of straw paper and 
boards at the mouth of the Falling Spring, 
where it empties into the Conodocheaque Creek. 
He deputed me to ascertain from T. G. McCul- 
loh, Esq., executor of the estate of Samuel Pro- 
viance, the price of the old paper mill site which 
adjoined mills belonging to the Chambers 
estate. The purchase was made. Thomas 
Chembers then concluded to build a furnace 
near Shippensburg, and handed over the old 
paper mill site and partnership with me, by my 


consent, to 8. D. Culbertson. The new firm was | 


composed of 8S. D. Culbertson, Reed Washing- 
ton, and G, A. Shryock, I to have one-third, the 
others two-ninths each. The mill, the ruins of 
which now (1866) only remain, was built on a 
much larger scale than contemplated by Cham- 
bers & Shryock. The new firm wasG. A. Shry- 
ock & Co. In order to secure the entire water 
right, the new firm leased all the mills on the 
bank for ten years at $2,400 perannum. The 
driving part of the machinery was built by 
Donald Watson, of Baltimore, and the making 
portion by John & Philip Nitterhouse, of Cham- 
bersburg. The mill had pulp engines and eight 
machines, easily making one thousand pounds 
per hour. The building was 150 by 50 feet and 
five stories high, had 102 miles of drying poles, 
17 large dry presses, and every facility for the 
manufacture of boards and paper. The ma- 
chinery was so perfect that the annual expense 
for repairs, except wire cloths and felts, did not 


exceed $200,”

Gradual Reduction Pulping Process. 





The drawing illustrates a new process for re- 
ducing wood, straw and other crude fibres, which 
operates by a system of gradual reduction or re- 
duction by several successive stages, each in- 
tended to produce a uniform product and com- 
plete in itself. The drawing illustrates the proc- 
ess as applied to the reduction of wood to fibre. 

The wood is first divested of the bark and 
roughly reduced, by saws or knives, in a ma- 
chine which, for illustration, is represented at 
A, and is then broken up by some suitable ma- 
chine, such as a bark mill, shown at B. By 
these means the wood is reduced to particles— 
say of the size of kernels of corn—and without 
any material disturbance of the fibres. The 
cutter A and mill B have a capacity many fold 
greater than the reducers, and it is therefore 
convenient to store the wooden grains in a bin, 
L, which may be located at any desirable or 
proper place. If on a higher level than the mill

B, then the wooden grains may be transported 
and delivered into the bin by an elevator, C, to 
be drawn away and fed to the first reducer, D, 
by means of a chute, E, as required. 

The reference to the reducers does not include 
the machines A B, because these machines, while 
necessary, are preliminary in their function, 
and do not disturb the fibres to any great degree. 
Their operation may be entirely disconnected, 
both as to time and place, and do not enter inti- 
mately into the continuous part of the process 
whereby the fibres are actually gradually sepa- 
pated and reduced. 

From the storage bin L the wooden grains are 
fed to the first reducer, D, and are rubbed by 
passing with a small stream of water between | 
stones of the reducer D, which have a very 
coarse dress of deep furrows and narrow faces, 
and are thereby reduced to a pulpy mass of 
coarse strands or fibres mixed with water. From 
the first reducer this pulpy mass is conducted to 
the second reducer, F, wherein the stones are 
set closer and have a finer dress, and the pulpy 
mass suffers further separation and reduction as 
to fineness of the fibres. In like manner it may 
be passed through a third reducer, G, of still 
finer dress, and, if desired, the reduction may 
be carried still further by passing successively | 
other reducers; but in practice no more than 
three reducers are usually required. 

It will be observed that there is no violent cut- 
ting action of the stones upon the wood fibres, 
but a pressing and rubbing action which rolls 
the fibres over each other and effects their 
gradual disintegration without cutting or break- 
ing them. This also takes place in company 
with water, which softens the fibre and is not 
excluded by the pressure applied to the material 
under treatment. The product is practically of 
uniform quality as it leaves each reducer, and 
for the production of pulp for any special pur- 
pose the reduction may be stopped at any stage 
desired. 

In practical working the reducers will be 
placed in successive order, one on a lower level 
than the preceding, so that the pulp will travel | 
by gravity from one to the other successively ; 
but this is an economic arrangement and not a | 
necessary one, because a similar result will be 
accomplished if the pulp is gradually reduced in 
disconnected mills and at irregular intervals of 
time. In the economic arrangement shown the 





pulp travels from one reducer to another through 
an open trough, H, so that the attendant can 
momentarily inspect it and be immediately ap- 
prised of any irregularity in the feed or reduc- 
tion. 

If desired, hot water may be supplied through 
the water pipe, I, to the first reducer, or 
a bleaching fluid may be introduced by 
means of this pipe. Ordinarily, it is only neces- 
sary to admit water at the first reducer; but 
water pipes ought to be provided for introduc- 
tion of water at the succeeding reducers, if re- 
quired. 

When sawdust is employed it may be fed 
from a separate bin through a spout, M, and 
introduced at the second reducer, E, because the 
dress of the first reducer is so coarse that it will 
have little or no effect upon sawdust. 

If any of the pulp passed through the re- 
ducers is found to be insufficiently reduced, it 
may be returned for re-reduction. 

From the last reducer of the series the pulp 
may be discharged into a vat, J, from 
whence it may be removed to the “‘wet- 
machine,” wherein it is partly drained of its 
water and formed into sheets of convenient 
size and thickness for commercial purpose. 

It is sometimes necessary to temporarily 
separate the stones in the last reducer to 
relieve them from clogging matter, and in 
doing so a quantity of pulp will be passed 
without reduction therein. To prevent the 
contamination of the mass in the vat with 
this coarser pulp a screen, K, is temporarily 
employed to arrest the coarse pulp, so that it 
can be returned to the reducer above. 

The claims are: 1. The mode and process 
of making pulp from vegetable or animal 
fibre, which consists in the gradual reduc- 
tion of the fibre by a consecutive series of 
rubbings between moving surfaces of pro- 
gressively finer dress. 2. The mode and 
process for the gradual reduction of fibre, 
vegetable or animal, to pulp, which consists 
in first roughly comminuting the substance 
without material disturbance of the fibres, 
and afterward subjecting them to successive 
rubbings between surfaces progressively of 
finer dress, whereby the fibres are separated 
without breaking them up into dust. 3. In 
the manufacture of pulp from fibre, animal 
or vegetable, a series of instruments consist- 
ing, essentially, of a cutter, A, a mill, B, and 
reducers D F G, or their equivalents, arranged 
in consecutive order, so that as the fibre passes 
through them it will be treated successively 
and reduced to pulp. 4. A series of reducers, D 
F G, &c., each consisting of a pair of burr stones 
or their equivalents, each succeeding pair being 
finer in dress, so that as the fibre passes through 
said reducers it will be successively reduced 
finer in grade. Se (237,839. )

30 grams ultramarine, 1 kilog. alum or sulphate of 
alumina, 60 grams milori blue, 15 to 20 grams dia- 
mond fuchsine, 5 grams methy! green B. 

GREEN. 

Green colors are made by mixing yellow and 
blue. 
the green will be. Neither the yellow nor the 
blue should be derived from dyestuffs with a 
reddish cast.

For letter paper green is prefer- 
ably produced with a bluish cast. 

Bright Green with Chrome Yellow and Paris 

Blue.— 

50 grams ultramarine,1 kilog. alum or sulphate of 
alumina; 44 to %& hour later, 60 to 80 grams milori 
blue. 

The solutions in cold water of 300 grams of 
acetate of lead and 120 grams of bichromate of 
potash, powdered, are mixed.

Pale Green from Weld, Ultramarine and Naph- 

thaline Yellow.— 

100 to 150 grams ultramarine, 1 kilog. alum or sul- 
phate of alumina; 44 to 4% hour later, 1 kilog. 
weld, 10 to 15 grams napthaline yellow.

Bright Green from Weld Ultramarine and 
Methyl Green.— 

100 to 150 grams ultramarine, 1 kilog. alum or sul- 
phate of alumina; 14 hour later, 1 to 1% kilogs.

color is to have a yellowish shade use an aqueous 
solution of picric acid or naphthaline yellow. 


Bright Green, Fashion Tint.— 

1 kilog. alum or sulphate of alumina; 4 to & hour 
later, 500 to 750 grams turmeric, 75 to 100 grams 
milori blue, 8 to 12 grams diamond fuchsine, or 
10 to 15 grams cerise. 

Pale Olive, Two Tints.— 

1,—1 kilog. alum or sulphate of alumina; 4 to \&% 
hour later, 1 to 144 kilogs. weld, 100 to 125 grams 
cutch (terra japonica), 10 to 15 grams bichro- 
mate of potasas, 60 to 80 grams Paris blue, soluble 
in water. 

2.—200 grams tannin; 44 to \% hour later, 50 grams 
green vitriol, 30 grams tin salt, 1 kilog. alum or 
sulphate of alumina; 14 to 4 hour later, 60 to 80 
grams Paris blue, soluble in water, 1530 to 200 
grams extract of fustic. 


The extract of fustic, in this instance, is not 
drawn off with a solution of sizing. 

Bright Mignonette Green, Two Tints.— 

1.—1 kilog. alum or sulphate of alumina; 4 to 4% 
hour later, 200 to 300 grams extract of fustic, 40 
to 60 grams Paris blue, with a little alkaline log- 
wood decoction. 

2.—100 to 150 grams green vitriol, 100 to 150 grams 
crystallized soda, with Paris blue for a cast. 

BRowN. 

Light Havana.— 

150 to 300 grams cutch. The cutch is powdered, dis- 
solved in boiling water and filtered through a felt 
bag. The decoction is made with larger quanti- 
ties, one litre to contain 150 grams of cutch; 25 to 
50 grams blue vitriol; 30 to 60 grams bichromate 
of potash. 

Asa rule in all recipes for browns of which 
cutch forms the foundation, the color will be 
more uniform and beautiful by heating the pulp 
to 35° to 45° R. before the bichromate of potash 
solution is added. 

Delicate Yellowish Brown.— 

150 to 300 grams cutch, heat to 35° to 45° R.; Wto 
100 grams bichromate of potash. 

Delicate Brown with Yellow Cast.— 

150 to 300 grams cutch; heat to 35° to 45° R.; 50 to 100 
grams bichromate of potash; about 5 minutes 
later, 44 kilog. alum or sulphate of alumina; 10 
minutes to 44 hour later, 44 to 1 litre quercitron 
decoction. 

Delicate Bronze Tint.— 

150 to 300 grams cutch, 10 to 20 grams blue vitriol, 
150 to 300 grams sumac; 44 hour later, 150 to 300 
grams green vitriol, heat to 35° to 45° R.; 30 to 100 
grams bichromate of potash. 

Reddish-Gray-Brownish Fashion Color.— 

200 to 2) grams tannin; ‘4 hour later, 100 to 150 
grams green vitriol, 50 to 100 grams tin salt. 

Delicate Reddish, Grayish_ Brown.— 

150 to 300 grams cutch, 100 to 200 grams potash or 
crystallized soda, 100 to 200 grams green vitriol, 
heat to 35° to 45° R.; 50 to 100 grams bichromate 
of potash. 

Bright Reddish, Grayish Brown,— 

150 to 300 grams cutch, 15 to 25 grams blue vitriol; 
heat to 35° to 45° R., 50 to 100 grams green vitriol, 
75 to 150 grams chromate of potassa, 44 kilog. 
alum or sulphate of alumina; 44 hour later, 4 
litre logwood dye, 3% to 1 litre redwood dye. 

Light Grayish Brown.— 

150 to 300 grams cutch, 40 to 75 grams chromate of 
potassa; heat to 40° to 45° R., 50 to 100 grams ex- 
tract of logwood, 50 to 100 grams green vitriol, 50 
to 100 grams alum or sulphate of alumina. 

Light Violet Brown.— 

150 to 300 grams cutch; heat to 35° to 45° R., 40 to 75 
grams bichromate of potash, 50 to 100 grams ex- 
tract of logwood, 4 kilog. alum or sulphate of 
alumina. 

Light Brown.— 

14 litre precipitate of annatto,1 kilog. alum or sul- 
phate of alumina, \ to 1 litre quercitron decoc- 
tion, 14 to 4 litre redwood or red sanders decoc- 
tion, 44 to 4 litre logwood dye, 0 to 100 grams 
tin salt. A slight addition of blue vitriol modifies

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New Use of Tungstate of Soda. 











Professor Sonnenschein, of Berlin, some time 
back found that when glue in thick solution is 
mixed with tungstate of soda, and hydrochloric 
acid is added, there is thrown down a compound 
of tungstic acid and glue, which, at from 86° to 
104° Fahrenheit, ts so elastic as to admit of 
being drawn out into very thin sheets. On 
cooling, this mass becomes solid and brittle, but 
on being heated it becomes again soft and plas- 
tic. This material has now been employed as a 
substitute for albumen in fixing aniline colors in 
calico printing, and it has been tried in tanning, 
but produces hard and stiff leather. As tungstic 
acid renders fabrics incombustible, its use in 
calico printing is a valuable feature. How far 
it is applicable in the manufacture of paper re- 
mains to be seen. Tungstic glue is recommend- 
ed as a lute and cement. It may also have an 
application in the manufacture of billiard balls, 
knife handles, and a substitute for india rubber.

Holyoke Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Hotyoke, Mass., May 19, 1881. 
The sudden death of Joseph Carew, the promi- 
nent paper maker just over the river in South 
Hadley Falls, is the important news of the week. 


Mr. Carew took a cold a fortnight ago and soon | 


came down with a catarrhal fever, but he was re- 
ported better near the close of last week, and so 
the news of his death Monday afternoon was 
quite a sad surprise to his many friends and ac- 
quaintances in this city. His funeral occurred 
yesterday, a dark, rainy day, which presented a 
strong contrast to his sunny, cheerful life. It is 
doubtful whether there is a man in this whole 
region, in any branch of business, whose death 
would be followed by words expressive of a 
higher estimate of character. Mr. Carew was 
an old school Christian gentleman, but was still 
liberal minded in all non-essentials, and even his 
eccentricities helped to make him a pleasant, 
companionable man. The paper mill was shut 
down from the time that he died till after the 
funeral. The pall bearers yesterday were all 
paper makers, as follows: J. 8S. McElwain, of the 
Parsons Company; O. H. Greenleaf, of the Hol- 
yoke Company; Henry Dickinson, of the Union 
Company, all of Holyoke; George L. Wright, of 
the Worthy Company of Mittineaque; O. Gar- 
vin, superintendent of the Carew mill, and Elijah 
Matthews, foreman of the finishing room. 

The National Blank Book Company expects to 
get running by the close of next week, and will 
increase its force right away from 200 to 250 
hands and to 300 next fall. Mr. Sargent, the 
manager, will be here most of the time now, 
and will board at the Windsor Hotel. The sale 
of the printing office to Mr. Bryan has been 
effected, and Mr. Bryan’s son, William R., has 
arrived in town, having just left H. D. Wade & 
Co.’s printing ink house in New York. The new 
establishment of the Water Power Company’s 
will soon be filled with paper industries, and it is 
plain that this class of mannfacturing must 
centre here more and more, so as to be near the 
mills. 

You will see by the daily papers that 
Woolworth & Graham, of New York, have 
been awarded the postal card contract ac- 
cording to their bid. They have accepted it, 
but I understand have not yet closed a contract 
with any paper maker for thecardboard. They 
can have till July 1 to do this, but we shall 
doubtless know before then whether Holyoke 
will be able to keep the business. More than 
one company from here is trying to get the job, 
and we hope that we will be successful. H. 








Polytechnic Association of the Ameri- 
can Institute. 





The regular weekly meeting held on May 12 
was opened by the president, Mr. Stetson, who 
described, with colored diagrams, the latest form 
of regenerative furnace nowin use. The princi- 
ple employed is not new, for Stirling and Erics- 
son years ago employed the regenerative princi- 
ple in their air engines. The waste heat of the 
outgoing air was imparted to a mass of wire 
gauze, from which it was taken by the incoming 
cold air. In the furnaces the waste heat is made 
to raise the temperature of the air used for com- 
bustion to a very high degree, thus effecting a 
very great saving of fuel. 

The supposed difficulty of burning out grates 
was obviated by introducing the hot air above 
the grate, and the depth of fuel was increased 
to such an extent as to make the furnace a gas 
producer, the product being carbonic oxide in- 
stead of carbonic acid. The distribution of the 
hot air is arranged in such a way that this gas 
is burned and a very intense heat produced. 
The importance of regenerative furnaces is be- 
coming known in all departments of the arts

| where great heat or economy of fuel is neces- 


sary. 

In the regenerators used by Ericsson there 
was a limit to the saving imposed by the bulk of 
the apparatus. The least fraction of heat that 
can be saved calls for an enormous apparatus, | 
which is then bulky and so costly as not to pay 
for the work which it does. 

Mr. Partridge spoke of the Henderson patent 
furnace, in which the regenerative principle is 
applied to a furnace burning a very deep fire,

As a fact of interest, he mentioned that a gen- 
tleman in this city is at work with an air en- 
gine in which the air will be compressed to some 
ten atmospheres, the object being to make a 
powerful engine in a small compass—a thing 
which has not heretofore been done in air en- 
gines. 

The paper for the evening was upon the sub- | 
ject of ‘‘ Recording Steam Gauges and Speed 
Recorders,” by M. B. Edson. 

In opening, the speaker took up the great 
dangers arising from the use of steam, and 
pointed out many of the methods by which they 
might be avoided by care and an intelligent re- | 
In cities where 
boilers are found beneath the sidewalks of almost | 
every down town block, the danger to the public 
can hardly be estimated. 

The advantages of an automatic tracing show- 
ing the variations of pressure, whether in a | 
water main, a tank or a steam boiler, were pre- 
sented; yet, great as they are, they are hardly | 
recognized by mechanical engineers in general. | 

In the case of steam boilers the automatic rec- | 
ord has a double value—it is a check upon the | 
fireman, and an unimpeachable witness if he has | 
done his duty. To the intelligent owner it gives | 
a better insight into the workings of his engine | 
room and fire room than he could obtain if he 
should attempt to make a continuous record for 
himself during a given period of twenty-four 
hours. As a means for locating the blame in 
ease of accident or dispute it is invaluable, and 





gives a record which may be of the greatest | 
service both to the engineer and the owner. 

| A number of large, finely shaded diagrams 
| were shown illustrating the construction of the 
recording gauge. In some gauges a very marked 
feature was the use of a six-inch corrugated dia- 
phragm, in which the corrugations increase in size 
from the centre outward, and are not made ina 





plane, but have their axes if a curved line when 
seen in action. This gives a great advantage in 
making the spaces swept over by the pointer 
| sensibly equal for equal increments of pressure. 
| This improvement in the manufacture of disks 
for this purpose has been adopted in Europe 
among gauge makers. In general, if we find a 
gauge with a dial plate so divided that spaces 
| are nearly equal, we may consider that it is 
fairly good. 

In the recording gauge, owing to the very 
large size of the disks, the travel is very large, 
amounting to some three-sixteenths of an inch in 
all. The disk is backed or lined by thin annealed 
brass, which protects it from the action of the 
water and steam. Phosphor-bronze will answer 
very well for the same purpose; copper is not so 
good. With a large travel it needs a compara- 
tively small amount of multiplication to obtain 
the desired traverse at the end of the pointer. 
In this case the multiplication fraction is only 
four or five, while with small diaphragms it is 
often as much as eighteen or even twenty. A 
simple bell-crank gives the pointer its motion, | 
and a long connecting rod carried from the same 
crank actuates the recording mechanism. A 
chronometer movement drives a continuous 
band of paper, on which the record is made. 
To avoid the difficulties encountered in making 
a long rollof paper deliver continuously at a | 
fixed rate of speed, provision is made for re- 





each day. 

The speed indicator in some respects seems to | 
be one of the most important instruments needed | 
upon railroads. Described in a few words, it 
consists of an apparatus like a Pickering gover- 
nor, which is used to drive the recording ap- 
paratus and move a pointer at the same time. 
The chart or paper is carried by a clock move- 
ment. When in operation the apparatus is 
driven by a V-belt from the shaft of the engine 
or the driving axle of the locomotive. Some- 
times, when so desired, the speed recorder is 
provided with a steam gauge also, and the press- 
ure of steam is thus recorded at the same time 


as the speed. 
Mr. Allen—The charts produced by these 











gauges confirm in a very remarkable manner 
the statements made by engineers of long experi- 
ence, that the common safety valve cannot be 
relied upon. They show that the pressure at 
which the safety valve is set to blow off is often | 
exceeded without the valve being disturbed in 
some cases, and in others without its being able 
to relieve the boiler. Fully five per cent. of our 
safety valves are overloaded. The speaker 
called attention to the fact that at the Sandy 


Hook experiments the pressure with a wood fire | :

Mr. Hudson called attention to the fact that | 
these recording gauges were provided with both | ° 


electric and mechanical signaling apparatus, so | 
that high or low pressure warnings, or both,

riety of ways. People formerly had a prejudice 
against the use of electricity for these purposes, | 
because the batteries required so much care and 
attention. Now batteries may be had which '

In an apparatus of this kind it is as well 
to have a key inserted in such a way that the 
circuit can be tested from time to time to see 
that it is in good working condition. 

A large number of automatic charts having 
been exhibited, Mr. Partridge took several of 
them and showed that from these indications 
alone valuable information could be gained in 
regard to both boiler and engine performances. 

A set of charts from one of the Hamburg 


| steamers was shown, which comprised two voy- 
| ages. 


Without paying attention to the notes 
carefully made of each change in condition, it 
was almost impossible to explain the meaning 
of the variation of the line. Two hours only 
was needed from the time the gauge showed 
pressure until steam was up. With scarcely a 
trace of vibration, pressure was steady until the 
mouth of the harbor was reached. The bank- 
ing of the fires, the getting under weigh and a 
variety of rough weather after starting were all 
shown by falling pressures or irregularities. 


| At sea, for days the pressure line showed less 


than a pound’s variation. At one point on the 
chart a five-pound drop for half an hour was 
explained by a note that it was caused by re- 
placing a dropped grate bar. Such a record as 
this gives the chief engineer a better idea of 
what has been going on than could be obtained 


| in any other way. 


Such perfect firing was, however, a phe- 
nomenon. Taking another chart from a well 


| known establishment in the city, the fact was 


shown that for more than half of the night full 
boiler pressure was maintained, or from about 
9p. M. until morning. Yet at the time the en- 
gineer left the fires at night the pressure did not

Obituary. 


JOSEPH CAREW. 

The Springfield Republican, of May 17, an- 
nouncing the death of Joseph Carew, says: ‘‘The 
death of this veteran paper maker of South 
Hadley Falls will be widely mourned. It re- 
moves a man successful after the old-fashioned 
model, a strong, pure and generous nature, whose 
life made the world better. There was little of 
incident in Mr. Carew’s experience; he was 


made money and did good with it. He never 
sought or entered publiclife. Mr. Carew took a 
severe cold about two weeks since, which devel- 
oped into catarrhal fever with typhoid compli- 
cations, and the end came about two o’clock on 
Monday afternoon. 

He was born in Springtield, Mass., on Sep- 
tember 5, 1807; married Eliza, daughter of Jo- 
siah Bardwell, of South Hadley Falls, in 1833; 
and they had two sons, one of whom died in 
childhood, and the other, Frank, became an ac- 
tive business man, whose distressing death in 
1877 gave his father a shock from which he had 
never completely rallied. After studying in 
Springfield and at Monson Academy, Mr. Carew 
became a clerk in Howard & Lathrop’s store in 
that city in 1824; the next year this firm sent 
him to their store in Hadley Falls Canal, as the 
village was then called; and in the winter of 
1829-30 sent him to Washington on important 
business, where he saw something of society, 
made the acquaintance of many distinguished 
men, and heard the celebrated debate between 
Webster and Hayne. His employers had a 
small paper mill at the Falls, and upon his re- 
turn Mr. Carew was put in charge of it, and soon 
became the best paper maker of the region. 
This mill was burned, after which Mr. Carew 


| associated himself with a Mr. Demond in gen- 


eral milling business, among other things grind- 
ing salt for table use, which they were first in 
the country to put up in smail cotton sacks. In 
1847,.in company with Josiah Bardwell, his 
father-in-law, and a few others, he organized 
the Carew Manufacturing Company, to make 
fine writing papers. 

In early manhood Mr. Carew joined the Con- 
gregational church, of which he was a deacon, 
and he has been a liberal supporter of good 
causes. Mr.-and Mrs. Carew in 1864 built the 
present South Hadley Falls Congregational 
Church at a cost of over $24,000, and presented it
